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Commission buys car, equipment & firms library funding

The Coffee County Commission 
held its bi-monthly meeting Tuesday 
morning in lieu of Monday which 
was the Memorial Day holiday. 
Commissioners also changed the 
meeting time to 9:00 a.m. instead of 
the 6:00 p.m. evening session as is 
policy for the second meeting in the 
month. 

In the meeting which lasted just 
under an hour, commissioners 
bought a car for the sheriff's depart- 
ment, three pieces of equipment for 
the highway department, and firmed 
up the decision made in the last 
meeting concerning library funding 

Three bids ranging from 
$13,995.00 to $13,050.00 were 
received on replacing a sheriff 
deputy’s car which was recently 
totaled in a wreck. After reviewing 
the bids, Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates recommended accepting the 
low bid, $12,800.00 plus $250.00 
delivery charges, submitted by 
Pursuit Unlimited of Oklahoma. The 
vehicle will be a used, reconditioned 
vehicle with low mileage (for a 
police car) of 59,000 miles. 

While still in a “buying mood,” 
commissioners heard County 
Engineer Randy Tindell’s recom- 
mendation on the purchase of three 
pieces of equipment for his depart- 
ment - a front-end loader, motor 
grader and a back hoe. 

On the loader, commissioners 
accepted Thompson Tractor 
Company’s (Dothan, AL) low bid of 
$108,322.00. Although low on the

motor grader - Tractor & Equipment 
Inc. (Montgomery, AL) at 
$105,884.00, Flint Equipment (Troy 
AL) was awarded the bid at 
$135,900.00 because, according to 
Tindell, Tractor & Equipment’s 
piece of equipment did not meet 
specs. The low bid on the back hoe 
was submitted by Flint at 
$66,300.00. 

Tindell recommended that bid 
awards on compacters be tabled 
until the next scheduled commission 
meeting. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Tindell recommended the com- 
mission approve the final plat on the 
Sleepy Hollow subdivision. The sub- 
division is located off Co. Rd. 704. 
He also asked that the bid openings 
on the NRCS (Natural Resource 
Conservation Service) flood repair 
sites be rescheduled. 

Finally, he asked that bids be sent 
out on the paving and resurfacing 
projects on the three-year plan for 
road improvement on county roads. 
In addition, Tindell asked that Co. 
Rd. 209 be substituted for Co. Rd. 
223 in the three-year plan because it 
was already being taken care of due

to recent flood damage. The com- 
mission concurred and approved his 
requests. 

Once again, library funding was a 
topic of discussion at the commis- 
sion meeting. Oliver Williams, rep- 
resenting the Enterprise Library 
Board, was on the agenda under 
“new business.” When Williams 
was recognized, he yielded his time 
to Commissioner Tom Grimsley. 

Commissioner Grimsley told 
commissioners that while working 
on the budget in July of 1997, the 
commission agreed to allow the 
Elba and Enterprise division to 
come out of the Cross Trails Library 
System. He commented that Cross 
Trails was receiving sixty percent of 
the funds received from the 
Alabama Library Service (ALS) 
leaving forty percent to be divided 
between the Elba and Enterprise 
libraries. 

“If I remember correctly, it was 
agreed upon that Cross Trails would 
accept the mail-out for $1,000.00,” 
said Grimsley. “What we need to do 
this morning to clear this question 
up is to adopt a formal motion 
allowing Elba and Enterprise to 
come out of Crosstrails.” 

The commission passed 
Grimsley’s motion unanimously. 
With the passage of the motion, 
now, the funds received from the 
state (ALS) will be divided between 
the Elba and Enterprise libraries 
proportionally based on the census 
report (population of each division) 
mailed into the state. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens commented, “Last year, 


the county received approximately 
$1.18 per person living in the coun 
ty. Next year, it will be less - proba- 
bly 8 to LO cents per person 

The commissioners’ only reserva- 
tion in making this decision seemed 
to be their concerns that every citi- 
zen of the county may not have 
access to library services without 
Cross Trails 

Williams said, “We're not against 
Crosstrails, and if it takes it for them 
to continue this service [books-by- 
mail] to the people that they are 
serving, we would not mind your 
taking another $1,000 out of our 
appropriation if that is what it takes 
to continue this service. We'd be 
happy for you to do this!” 

Chairman Stephens informed 
commissioners that in a meeting 
with the examiners of public 
accounts last Friday, Susan 
McGlothren’s attorney presented a 
check for the missing county money 
allegedly taken by her to the audi- 
tors which was re-deposited to the 
county landfill and gasoline fund 
accounts. 

Recently, Mrs. McGlothren was 
arrested and charged in connection 
with more than $71,000 which went 
missing from county coffers. 

A check for $52,954.81 ($19,000 
was recovered earlier in the case) 
was presented to the county. $1,005 
was revenue from the sale of pipe 
while the remainder was landfill 
revenue.

Charges include 
distributing cocaine, 
carrying firearms 
while distributing 


In a press conference in 
Enterprise, AL on Wednesday, May 
20, 1998, United States Attorney 
Redding Pitt announced that in the 
early hours (May 20) in Enterprise, 
Andalusia and Dothan, Alabama, a 
multi-agency drug raid was con- 
ducted resulting in the arrest of 28 
individuals. They were arrested on 
federal and state indictments. 

The joint operation spanned 
approximately four months which 
targeted major drug traffickers and 
violent offenders operating in the 
South Alabama area. 

Seventeen subjects arrested under 
federal indictments have been 
charged with knowingly and inten- 
tionally distributing cocaine base 
and methamphetamine which are 
both Schedule II controlled sub- 
stances, in violation of Title 21,

Reuniting family members can be a 
rewarding, yet monumental task 
Reunions depend on the cooperation 
and teamwork of the entire family. As 
members are drawn together during 
their annual, five- or ten-year reunion, 
family ties are greatly strengthened 
Reunions are a time to develop rela 
tionships with distaiit relatives; they 
also create a sense of identity and give 
us pride in who we are. 

Family gatherings are especially 
important to the younger and older 
members. Older relatives have the 
opportunity to reflect on the impact of 
their family while serving as family 
historians, and children benefit by 
gaining knowledge of their back- 
ground, Also reunions afford children 
the opportunity to meet persons they 
would not have known otherwise 

Family members between the 
young and the elderly usually have 
the responsibility of carrying out the 
workload of the reunion. Planning 
and conducting these activities are not 
easy tasks; yet, shared experiences 
during reunions are lifetime treasures 
that cannot be taken away 

Where to Begin? 

Planning a reunion takes time and 
total involvement of all family mem 
bers, and at least a year 1S needed to 
prepare for the event. 

The first step is to locate family 
members. Developing an accurate 
family directory is essential; it should 
be complete with names and ages of 
all persons in the household, address- 
es and telephone numbers (both home 
and work). The directory may be 
shared with family members in the 
early planning, as some relatives may 
want to make contact with kinsmen 
prior to the reunion.

Community gardens fading 
from Southern landscapes 


by Bernie Cobb, 
Certified Master Gardener 


Like some old Heritage plants 
and rare animals, the “community 
garden” seems to be fading from the 
scene. I have heard of volunteers 
Starting community gardens to help 
folks living nearby, only to find that 
once the seeds are in the ground, the 
people needed to hoe and pull 
weeds have vanished with the wind. 
The unfinished garden is sadly left 
to those who were there only to 
demonstrate and supervise. 

But one local community garden 
dating back to at least 1971 still sur- 
vives the ravages of time. Located 


in east Coffee County just west of 


Level Plains, it is known by “locals” 
as the “old Claude Hargett place.” 
Two veteran survivors of the garden 
are Harry Higgins, Enterprise, and 
Jack Wall, Daleville. Both are 
retired military criminal investiga- 
tors Who finished their active duty 
tours at Pt. Rucker, 

“Oh, we used to really have a nice 
bunch of guys out here all the time,” 
Higgins recalled from the early 
70's. “Claude had some cattle and 
sheep; also some dogs, quail, 
turkey, geese, ducks, and grew veg- 
etables. He also grew hydroponic 
tomatoes where the greenhouse 
used to stand over there.” 

“We had several well-known peo- 
ple from Ft. Rucker who used to 
come out to help us, or to just watch 
and talk,” Wall added. “Col. Gene 
Conrad, head of the safety center 
then; Jake Foriner, who was killed 
by a train at the crossing in Esto; 
and some other well-known folks. 
They all used to come.” 

Hargett is deceased now but the 
farm is still controlled by his sons 


who graciously encourage Higgins 
and Wall to continue gardening and 
raising chickens. C.C. Martin, a 
retired English school teacher, 
grows large row crops on 79 acres 
of adjacent land. 

“We are growing Easter eggs 
here,” was Wall’s first response to 
my Opening question. As proof, he 


showed me a dozen pretty eggs of 


blue, green, white, brown and olive 
pastels laid by the Araucana chick- 
ens which claim residence there 
along with White Leghorns, 
Bantams and Plymouth Rocks. 

“We had some guinea hens, too,” 
Higgins added with a grimace. “But 
they gradually became roadkill. 
When they get out and one heads for 
the highway, they all head for the 
highway,” he explained, 

The big attraction for me at the 
once popular gardening “hangout” 
was the vegetables 

“We like to experiment a lot with 
what we grow,” fliggins pointed 
out. We grow two kinds of 

fingerling potatoes, okra, pep- 
pers, beans, and Vidalia onions, 


Also, we've got several kinds of 


eggplant,” 

It’s not just the familiar deep pur- 
ple, pear-shaped eggplant anymore, 
I intend to go back one day soon 
and see some of those “White, 
Smoked Sausage, Green, Orange 
(Turkish) and Ichibon” eggplants. 
The Ichibon variety has been a reg- 
ular favorite for over 25 years. 
Seeds came from the West Coast, It 
grows long - almost two feet. Now 
that’s what you call experimenting 
in the garden 

“The most exotic thing we have 
grown is Kohlrabi,” Walls chimed 
in. “And then there’s the purple 
beans. They grow purple and then 
turn green right before your eyes 
while they are cooking.” 


There are four kinds of sweet 
peppers in the garden, plus six kinds 
of tomatoes and at least three kinds 
of garlic, including Korean Red, 
German Red, and Elephant garlic. 

“How do you decide what to plant 
and who does what work?” I asked. 

“Everybody does just about what 
they want to,” Wall insists. “We 
look at the seed catalogues and talk 
about what we would like to grow 
this year. And that’s what we do, We 
definitely aren’t commercial gar- 
deners. We are just playing around 
with it and having fun.” 

Just where does all that fresh pro- 
duce go at harvest time? 

“What we don’t eat, we give 
away,” Higgins answered just as | 
spotted Wall throwing some freshly- 
pulled collards into the chicken 
coop. “They eat that stuff?” I asked 
the ex-CID agents, 

“Those chickens will eat almost 
anything you give ‘em,” Wall 
replied with a chuckle and a grin. 

I's obvious why the two best-of- 
friends have fun in the garden and 
farmyard, Working only trom 7 a.m, 
to about 9 a.m, they are smart 
enough to quit before it gets too hot 
or they get too tired. And, they both 
agree on why the community gar- 
den, once a popular attraction for 
many of their friends, has now 
dwindled down to just a couple of 
old buddies trying to enjoy their 
well-deserved retirement. 

“Over the years,” they both 
agreed, almost as one, “some of our 
old friends moved away, some got 
remarried and developed other 
interests, and some just died off, 
The younger folks? It seems they 
just don’t want to get involved in 
this Kind of activity these days.” 

What a pity!

have been granted," — said 
Stephens 

He asked the members of the 
commission how they wished to 
proceed with the case or if they had 
any recommendations to make to 
the courts and/or the district attor- 
ney 

“If no one else does, I'd like to 
make a motion that we proceed 
with the full intent of the law,” said 
Stephens. 

Commissioner Kayo Lewis com- 
mented that it is his understanding 
that Mrs. McGlothren has been 
arrested and charged with the 
crime. He further questioned why 
the commission should take any 
action concerning the incident. 

“It's the district attorney’s 
responsibility to prosecute and let 
the judge or jury decide whether 
she has broken the law or whether 
she has to pay the penalty,” he said, 
“T don’t think you should be able to 
steal money - pay it back and it just 
be forgotten!” 

“We have a history of this type of 
thing here in Coffee County,” com- 
mented Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks. “We need some type of 
deterrent against persons/employ- 
ees working for the county misus- 
ing county funds and just being 
slapped on the hands.” 

The county attorney, Kenneth 
Fuller, explained that it is a usual 
practice of the district attorney to 
get input from the victim of a crime 
(in this case the county) before pre- 
ceding with the prosecution of a 
case. The fact that the examiners of 
public accounts recovered the miss- 
ing funds has nothing to do with the 
prosecution of the case. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the commissioners voted 
unanimously to inform the district 
attorney to proceed with the prose- 
cution of the case to the full extent 
of the law. 

Prior to adjourning to pay bills, 
the commission approved a motion 
by Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
to apply for a $10,000 grant to fund 
a comprehensive study of the coun- 
ty’s water systems by David Hicks 
& Associates. 

This study will show the weak- 
nesses and the strengths of the dif- 
ferent systems and what can be 
done to improve the county’s abili- 
ty to provide quality water to every 
county resident. It will also be 
instrumental in obtaining govern- 
ment funding to improve the coun- 
ty’s water supply. 

Other actions taken by the com- 
mission consisted of the following: 

***Voted 4 to 3 to continue the 
policy of not loaning chairs and 
tables belonging to the county to 
groups or persons unless it involves 
a county related function. 

***Approved the installation of 
air conditioners (110 volt - 7,000 
btu) in rural voting houses.
